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Legislature overrides Bond’s veto 


JEFFERSON * CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — Christopher S. Bond 
has become the first Missouri 
governor this century to have 
one of his vetoes overridden by 
the General Assembly. 
“It’s not appealing to have to 
veto a measure which has pop­ 
ular support,” the Republican 
governor said Wednesday after­ 
noon after the Democratically- 
controlled House matched the 
Senate 
in overriding Bond's 
veto of the Nurse Practice Act. 
But Bond said his veto last 
June was "based on an impor­ 
tant principle’’ and "I’ll do so 


again even though it might be 
politically unwise.” 
Speaker 
Richard 
Rabbitt 
called it "an historic day’’ after 
the House voted 116-44 to enact 
the nursing law over Bond's ob­ 
jections. 
Senate President Pro Tern 
William Cason, a stretcher case 
when the Senate overrode the 
veto last week, said the House 
action “reestablished the Gen­ 
eral Assembly as a co-equal 
branch of government." 
Although suffering from a 
back injury received in an auto 
accident, Cason came to the 


Senate on a stretcher to vote 
with 
the 26 other 
senators 
against Bond. Only seven sena­ 
tors, one of them a Democrat, 
voted to sustain Bond’s posi­ 
tion. 
The last governor to have a 
veto overridden w as Ulbum 
Boggs, a Democrat, who vetoed 
a bill in 1838 but saw his posi­ 
tion overruled early the follow­ 
ing year. That bill created the 
St. Louis Court of Criminal Cor­ 
rections, an entity which still 
exists 
and which would be 
eliminated under provisions of 
a measure now being consid­ 


ered by the Senate. 
"It is inevitable after the con­ 
stitutional change in 1972, per­ 
mitting the General Assembly 
to override a governor’s veto in 
a subsequent session, that a gu­ 
bernatorial veto would be over- 
sidden, particularly when the 
opposing party controls more 
than two-thirds of both houses,” 
said Bond. 
Annual sessions, which first 
went into effect in 1972, made it 
easier for the legislature to 
consider vetoed bills as well as 
allowing time for support to be 
gathered to override. 


The nursing law, which goes 
into effect when received by 
the secretary of state, replaces 
a 
22-year-old 
statute, 
which 
nurses called restrictive. It up­ 
dates nursing standards and li­ 
censing practices as well as le­ 
galizing many medical prac­ 
tices

since the law was last revised. 
But Bond's objections to it 
had nothing to do with nurses’ 
duties, but rather the powers 
given the state Board of Nurs­ 
ing under the law

STAMP TROUBLE 
On top of the 1975 scandal of food stamp “ripoffs” by 
dishonest citizens (estimated to be one out of every six 
using the stamps), the Washington (D.C.) Star has now 
broken the story (January 4) charging that untold 
millions of your dollars have apparently been filched on 
the distributor level of the food stamp program. 
According 
to Star reporter Michael 
Satchel, a 
“preliminary check” of only 18 food stamp vendors has 
uncovered nearly $9 million in undeposited receipts from 
the sale of food stamps. 
And, since there are 6,700 vendors of food stamps 
scattered throughout the country — mostly in the big 
cities — the potential for additional millions of lost 
dollars is staggering. Reporter Satchel quotes one 
Department of Agriculture official as asking: “How 
much money has vanished? And how long has this been 
going on? How many millions of federal dollars are 
floating around in the inner cities? What’s it being used 
for? Has it financed illegal activities? Why is it only now 
being uncovered?” 
All good questions: and we would hope that Secretary 
of Agriculture Earl Butz wastes no time in finding the 
answers. 
One question that should be pursued is: should the 
Department of Agriculture be in the welfare business at 
all? after all, the D.O.A. is supposed to exist fo r the 
purpose of bettering U.S. production of food, not giving it 
away. But, since 1969, when the food stamp program was 
started by our spendthrift Congress (“it won’t cost 
much,” we were assured) the food stamp program has 
ballooned into a $2.6 billion bonanza, which has tied up 
over 2,000 D.O.A. employees in paper* pushing, and 
which now costs the D.O.A. two-thirds of its budget. And 
that doesn’t count the fact that an equal amount of ad­ 
ministrative costs are picked up by the individual 
states,which are expected to* carry one-half of the 
financial load. 
Perhaps one solution might be to change the law so that 
ALL of the costs of running the food stamp program 
would be paid by the individual states. That might not bfe 
the best suggestion in the world, but it might make it 
possible for the local taxpayers to keep a better eye on 
how their money is being handled — or mishandled. And 
we get back to the same question: where, in the United 
States Constitution, does it say that Congress has the 
Tight to take money out,of your pocket and hand it to 
someone lese, without the recipient giving something of 
value in return?

picketing against all contractors 
and subcontractors working at a 
common construction site. 
The Mil, which President Ford 
is likely to sign under pressure, 
also will eliminate a

damental right of the worker 
and damage an already ailing 
economy. 
The bill, if passed by the 
House, 
overturns 
a 
1951 
Supreme Court decision which 
prohibited, a 
union 
from 
picketing an entire construction 
site in a strike against one 
employ«' if the intent of the 
picketing was to keep employes 
of other contractors and sub­ 
contractors off the construction 
site. 
The 
1951 ruling correctly 
interpreted such picketing as 
constituting an illegal secondary 
boycott. 
Andrew J. Biemiller of die 
AFL-CIO was quoted as ad­ 
mitting that the purpose of the 
bill is “to see every job in 
America a union job.” 
In giving the building trades 
union extra muscle in their 
efforts to organize construction 
workers, it would destroy the 
right of workers to vote against 
joining a union by putting the 
pressure on construction site 
developers to hire only union 
labor. It would also allow union 
workers to picket an entire 
construction site against the 
hiring of non union labor to force 
the project to a halt. 
Under 
that 
threat 
no 
developer would dare hire non­ 
union subcontractors, so all 
employes 
of 
such 
sub­ 
contractors would be given the 
non-choice of joining a union or 
the unemployment lines. Also, 
the cost of construction would 
continue to rise-despite the 
slump the industry finds itself in 
already.

As the idea of keeping insects 
as pets caught on, it became 
apparent that the natural supply 
of wiki bugs in Japan's polluted 
cities could not keep up with the 
growing demand.

NEW YORK - This is still a 
city where police work less than 
a 35-week year; where garbage 
collectors get some $18,000 to 
$19,000 annually with wha^ is 
euphoniously called overtime; 
where Transit Authority bus 
drivers get $10 an hour in pay 
and fringes; where virtually aU 
employes put in some of the 
shortest work days, shuffling 
billions of pieces of paper and 
where the social service system 
is so chaotic that it has been 
officially charged the $2 billion 
Medicaid system is “out of 
control.” 
And, oh, yes, the social service 
(case) workers’ union contract 
expired Jan. 1, and they are 
pushing for wage increases and 
fringe benefits -- perhaps a 
shorter work day. 
Thus, though the Big Apple is 
being polished up and quieted 
down as prelude for the July 12 
Democratic 
National 
Con­ 
vention, it still is this era’s latest 
frontier. 
What develops in New York 
will affect not only many of the 
nation’s biggest banks but the 
nation's biggest, and smallest, 
cities. 
And plenty will happen here as 
soon as the delegates have 
chosen “the man who . . . ” 
Virtually every 
important 
municipal labor contract ex­ 
pires in the next six months. 
Just as one big union is watching 
what happens to the other, 
scores of those mayors who 
gathered in Washington last 
week are watching New WYork. 
Few in or out of tMs Babylon 
realize 
that

mechanism of public sector 
collective 
bargaining

changed here. Labor leaders 
and the city’s chief of labor 
relations, John Burnell, Mayor 
Beame and the somewhat less 
than august city council can sign 
any union pact they wish.

Union (TWU) president. His 
union's subway and bus drivers 
contract covering some 37,000 
men and women is up March 31: 
He's told me he’ll go to prison 
and tie up the city if there’s no 
gain in the new agreement.

Authorities said she refused 
to submit while her pupils were 
present. After forcing her to 
disrobe in the classroom, the 
attacker took her to a wash­ 
room where she repelled him

The man, described as about 
20 years old, 6 feet tall and 
weighing about 180 pounds, re­ 
turned the teacher to the class­ 
room, took the money from her 
purse and fled.

WASHINGTON, D C. - Most 
of the time the state of Missouri 
is blessed with an adequate 
water supply for homes, fac­ 
tories, apiculture and river 
navigation. 
Although we have enough 
water at this time, that does not 
mean we will have it this 
summer, next year or in the 
years to come. 
Many towns in Missouri find 
their plans for economic growth 
hindered by a lack of clean 
water for their people and their 
factories. During years with 
insufficient 
rain, 
crop 
production declines, food prices 
increase and farm income is 
reduced. 
A 1974 study by the University 
of Missouri-Rolls has concluded 


that by the year 2000 there might 
not be enough water in the 
Missouri Basin to meet the 
needs of all users, particularly if 
there is an extended drought 
For many years federal 
government 
agencies, 
in 
cooperation with local gover­ 
nments, have been planning for 
the future. 
For example, the Clarence 
Cannon Dam and Reservoir in 
Northeast Missouri is a multi­ 
purpose project designed and 
being built by the Corps of 
Engineers."

Company stores, 
only game in town

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Few things in the long struggle 
between labor and industry have irritated the working man 
more than the fearsome implications of the company store 
Originated ostensibly for the laborer s convenience, the stores 
became in many instances devices for his economic bondage 
American history is stuffed with the ironies of men who have 
been both employes'of. and customers for their bosses, with 
guess who enjoying the profits of the arrangements 
All of this is. of course, supposed to be behind us The 
modern working stiff is no fool For one thing, he knows that it 
all he does with his company pay is turn it over to his company 
store he is going nowhere rapidly Besides, today there are 
alternative ways of falling into debt The company stores look 
ridiculous in the age of shopping plazas, and the only real com­ 
petition between the company luncheonette and McDonald s is 
that both serve rubber on sesame seed buns 
Still, there are in the nation obscure pockets which company 
store continue to pick One reportedly is in the tucked-awav 
coal region of the Virginia panhandle There four locals ol the 
United Mine Workers have filed suit against the West­ 
moreland Coal Co 
in protest against the practices and 
philosophy of the company's stores 
The miners have apparently been grumbling about the West­ 
moreland situation since the days when coal cooked the eggs 
of the nation, but the arguments have only recently been for­ 
malized Attorney Strother Smith says at least one West­ 
moreland store, the Andover Shopping Center near Ap­ 
palachia. Va . operates as if it was still acceptable for men 
to owe their souls to the company store " Smith says he knows 
no other labor issue in the area as sensitive as this one 
Like voices from the medieval past of the coal business 
miners say the Andover store uses its credit and its services 
as an extention of company hostility towards them Hoger 
Barker, tor example, a 28-year-old who irritates the company 
with endless safety complaints, says that he was tired tor his 
militancy one time and within minutes his company store 
credit was revoked He had a paycheck pending Irom which 
the store could deduct his charges, ‘ but all they wanted to do 
was hurt me as much as they could, in this case by denying me 
groceries 
There is no argument that the Andover company store can. 
when it wishes, hurt its mining customers Lawyer Smith says 
the store has been known to garnish tull paychecks ol miners 
who have gotten behind in their bills 
We say this is in viola­ 
tion ol federal antigarnishment laws; stores have the right to 
garnish tor collection, but not excessively, the law says a man 
has to have part ot his pay to live on ' 
Beyond this. Smith adds, the Andover company store may 
be in violation of federal antitrust rules He says one way the 
store eliminates competition is by forcing some miners to 
trade with it even though they may prefer not to Barker, 
again, is an example. Smith says that when Barker was hurt 
on the job once his fellows authorized the company to take SWK) 
from their combined pay tor his benefit The company did but 
then would not give the money directly to Barker, and instead 
made him use it up in credit at the company store 
With all of the charges against the Andover company store, 
not the least ot which is its prices are as much as 21) to 30 per 
cent higher than at other markets, many miners agree it is not 
so abusive as its predecessors of decades ago Ore miner 
remembers trading at a company store whose clerks handed 
out premarked ballots for I MW elections, and cut the credit 
of those not accepting 
Those were the days." adds another 
old timer, 'when the best part ot striking was to sooner or 
later watch the company store go up in yellow tlames 
And yet. the times around Appalachia haven't changed over­ 
ly much at that. A story in the L’MW Journal ol some months 
ago reported tnat abuses by the Andover company store still 
fire terrible tempers in the mines. A black man named John 
Bogus, for example, got so made at a clerk's racial slur that 
ho drew a 25 automatic and chased the fellow into the streets 
Bogus was fired for it. he left with no remorse 
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and provide recreation, fish and 
wildlife coneervatlon. 
Another example of water 
resource development shows 
what even a single purpose 
project can accomplish. The St. 
Louie Flood Wall was con­ 
structed at a cost of $16 million 
($25 million under projections) 
to protect 2,600 acres of con­ 
centrated industrial lands in St. 
Louis. During the 1973 floods, 
this project prevented an 
estimated $160 million in flood 
damages. 
Small lakes constructed with 
the help of the Soil Conservation 
Service on the headwaters of 
Missouri streams provide local 
flood protection, much needed 
water supplies for towns and 
rural water districts and 
recreation at little coat to the 
federal taxpayer. 
Perhaps the moat successful 
example of a water resource 
project in Missouri is Table 
Rode Lake in Stone and Taney 
counties. 
Before construction of this 
lake, these two counties were 
subject to extremes of floods 
and 
droughts, 
declining 
population, low personal in­ 
come, few jobs and dying small 
businesses. 
Thanks to construction of the 
dam and availability of water, 
Stone and Taney counties have 
registered the 
largest 
per­ 
centage gain in population from 
1960 to 1974. 
However, present projects are 
not necessarily adequate for all 
of the possible water needs of 
the future. 
Protection 
against 
floods, 
improved water flows for 
navigation, domestic and in­ 
dustrial 
water 
supplies, 
agricultural uses and power 
generation must constantly be 
reconsidered 
according 
to 
changing needs and projections 
If we continue to keep abreast 
of all these needs, we can insure 
that our rivers, streams and 
lakes remain among Missouri’s 
greatest resources

DRESDEN, East Germany 
(AP) — The people here still 
speak of Feb. 13, 1945, as the 
night that their world-famous 
city turned “blood red” with 
fire hurled from the sky amid 
the last agony of tens of thou­ 
sands. 
To this day, Dresden has not 
fully recovered, the scars in the 
city center still obvious even at 
first glance. 
City planners say frankly it 
will be the year 2000, and more 
likely beyond that, before a 
Dresden risen from the ashes 
will once again take on a full 
new form. 
Dr. Dieter Moebus, 41, is as­ 
sistant to the chief architect 
charged by the government 
with the formidable task of re­ 
storing as much as possible 
while charting a way into the 
future. 
Moebus, who studied in Dres­ 
den but who is from the city of 
Magdeburg, said he found it an 
exhilarating challenge. He dis­ 
closed that at war’s end 30 
years ago various plans were 
considered as the city lay in 
ruins, its baroque elegance fire- 


blackened, heaps of bodies bur­ 
ied in unmarked mass graves 
to reduce the threat of epidem­ 
ic 
The alternatives considered, 
Moebus declared, ranged from 
rebuilding all of Dresden ex­ 
actly as it was to moving it 
from its present location to an­ 
other nearby site along the 
Elbe River. 
It 
was 
quickly 
evident, 
Moebus added, that Dresden’s 
people never would have ac­ 
cepted its location being shifted 
from the old city center on the 
south side of the river. 
In any case, Moebus said, a 
decision to rebuild on the old 


location as much as possible 
that could be salvaged while 
adding new concepts for the fu­ 
ture was settled by the condi­ 
tion of the city’s underground 
systems. 
“They survived the bombing 
raid,” Moebus declared. “They 
could be restored and repaired 


and that was critical." 
The bombing was done pri­ 
marily by the British Royal Air 
Force in an action ordered late 
in World War II that remains 
controversial to this day as to 


its military necessity. 
With a population of 505,000, 
Dresden has again reached its 
wartime level and is the third 
largest city in East Germany 


after East Berlin and I^eipzig. 
Moebus said that traditional 
enterprises in the electro, pho­ 
tography, 
tobacco and con­ 
sumer goods fields again have 
made Dresden one of the major 
centers for light industry in 
Germany. 
The Soviet Red Army actual­ 
ly entered a gutted Dresden on 
May 8, 1945, the day that the 
war in Europe ended. In offi­ 
cial literature, the Russians are 
praised for helping rebuild the 
city and restoring its art collec­ 
tion once again housed in the 
landmark Zwinger galleries. 
The Zwinger was the crown­ 
ing achievement of August the 
Strong, prince elector of Saxo­ 
ny and King of Poland, and 
was originally completed in 
1711. 
Its fire-blackened ruin thus 
became a direct test of Dres­ 
den’s will to come back, a test 
successfully completed by 1964 
when it was again opened to 
the public. 
Nearby stands another major

On top of the 1975 scandal of food stam p "ripoffs" by 
dishonest citizens (estim ated to be one out of every six 
using the stam ps), the Washington (D.C.) Star has now 
broken the story (January 4) charging that untold 
millions of your dollars have apparently been filched on 
the distributor level of the food stamp program.

“ preliminary check” of only 18 food stamp vendors has 
uncovered nearly $9 million in undeposited receipts from 
the sale of food stamps. 
And. since there are 6,700 vendors of food stamps 
scattered throughout the country — mostly in the big 
cities — the potential for additional m illions of lost 
dollars is staggering. Reporter Satchel quotes one 
Department of Agriculture official as asking: “ How 
much money has vanished? And how long has this been 
going on? How many millions of federal dollars are 
floating around in the inner cities? What’s it being used 
for? Has it financed illegal activities? Why is it only now- 
being uncovered?” 
All good questions: and we would hope that Secretary 
of Agriculture Earl Butz w astes no time in finding the 
answers. 
One question that should be pursued is: should the 
Department of Agriculture be in the welfare business at 
all? after all, the D O.A. is supposed to exist for the 
purpose of bettering U.S. production of food, not giving it 
away. But, since 1969, when the food stam p program was 
started by our spendthrift Congress ("it won't cost 
m uch,” we were assured) the food stam p program has 
ballooned into a $2.6 billion bonanza, which has tied up 
over 2,000 D O.A. em ployees in paper- pushing, and 
which now costs the D.O.A. two-thirds of its budget. And 
that doesn’t count the fact that an equal amount of ad­ 
m inistrative costs are picked up by the individual 
states,which are expected to1 carry one-half of the 
financial load. 
Perhaps one solution might be to change the law so that 
ALL 
of the costs of running the food stam p program 
would be paid by the individual states That might not be 
the best suggestion in the world, but it might make it 
possible for the local taxpayers to keep a better eye on 
how their money is being handled — or mishandled And 
we get back to the sam e question: where, in the United 
States Constitution, does it say that Congress has the 
right to take money out of your pocket and hand it to 
someone lese, without the recipient giving something of 
value in return?

employes put in some of the 
shortest work days, shuffling 
billions of pieces of paper and 
where the social service system 
is so chaotic that it has been 
officially charged the $2 billion 
Medicaid system is “out ol 
control." 
And. oh. yes. the social service 
(case) workers' union contract 
expired Jan I, and they are 
pushing for wage increases and 
fnnge benefits - perhaps a 
shorter work day.

COLUMBIA, Mo (A PI - R e 
searchers at the University of 
Missouri Columbia have con­ 
cluded the state should switch 
as quickly as possible to nucle­ 
ar power plants for the elec 
tricity it needs. 
This would enable it to use its 
coal 
— its only significant 
home grown fuel — for con­ 
version into gas and petroleum 
substitutes 
The conclusions came from a 
study of what Missouri's energy 
problems are likely to be be­ 
tween now and 1985 and the 
possible strategies for meeting 
them 
Warren G. Glimpse, director 
of the university’s Public Af- 
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fairs Information Service, and 
Dr Michael Proctor of the uni­ 
versity’s department of eco­ 
nomics did the study for the 
Missouri Office of Adminis­ 
tration and with federal money 
from the Economic Develop­ 
ment Administration 
It relies heavily on statistics 
showing the state's historical 
use of the various types of 
energy, the changes wrought by 
the recent energy crisis and 
projections of what they are 
likely to mean in the next 10 
years 
One fact • which emerges is 
that Missouri provides the fuel 
for very little of the energy it 
uses 
"Missouri is basically a non 
roducer,” as Glimpse puts it. 
Even in coal, 14 million of the 
17.8 million tons it consumed in 
1974 was imported, and 80 per 
cent of it all was used to gener 
ate electricity. 
Another fact is the criticial 
dependence of the state’s in- 
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dustry on natural gas. which 
also is shrinking fastest in sup­ 
ply 
The shortage of natural gas. 
Glimpse says, is entirely arti­ 
ficial The federal government 
controls the wellhead price for 
gas piped across state lines, so 
the producers try to sell as 
much as they can within their 
states at un regulated prices 
Glimpse 
and 
Dr 
Proctor 
foresaw the possibility that this 
might lead to the migration of 
some of Missouri's food, chem­ 
ical, stone, clay and glass in­ 
dustries to states where gas is 
produced 
They suggested that Missouri 
“ aggressively pursue and sujv 
port national legislation which 
will reduce artificial short term 
unavailability 
of 
natural 
gas (and) 
restore as much 
competetion to the market as 
possible.” 
Higher prices for natural gas 
eventually will increase produc­ 
tion and reduce demand for 
natural gas. Dr. Proctor said, 
but in the meantime industries 
which use it may be laying off 
workers, raising prices on their 
products and growing less rap 
idly 
Missouri utilities are involved 
in only two nuclear power proj- 
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ects and both are in early 
stages Kansas City Power & 
Light has joined with Kansas 
Gas 4 Electric Co. in seeking 
authority to build a plant near 
Burlington in southeast Kansas 
Union Electric of St Louis has 
plans for one near the Missouri 
River south of Fulton. Mo. 


Glimpse and Proctor note it 
takes at least eight years to get 
a nuclear plant planned, built 
and going 
In the meantime, 
power companies may have to 
rely more heavily on fuel oils 
Because of the natural gas 
crisis, they already were using 
50 per cent more in 1973 than 
1972 
Still this was only 1.2 per 
cent of Missouri * consumption 
of petroleum products, the chief 
guzzlers of which were the car. 
the truck, the railroad locomo­ 
tive and the airplane AU forms 
of transportation accounted for 
more than two-thirds of total 
petroleum consumption 


Glimpse 
and 
Proctor 
ob­ 
served there is little hope of 
changing this pattern short of 
some major alterations in life­ 
styles And the first is almost 
bound to be a stifling of travel 
for pleasure with higher prices 
for gasoline, closing of filling 


stations on weekends, gasoline 
allocation and even tighter con­ 
trols 
At mining ratss. the coai un­ 
derlying 
Missouri 
probably 
would last 400 years The re­ 
searchers noted a change in 
fuel consumption patterns could 
reduce this, but they also said 
more reserves might also be 
found 
As petroleum prices march 
upward, the recovery of oil 
from the widespread tar sands 
in southwest Missouri would 
seem to be nearing the point of 
becoming a profitable venture 
But the researchers found it 
hasn't yet and isn’t likely to in 
the immediate future 
They noted the state has but 
one refinery, at Sugar Creek on 
the east edge of Kansas City; 
but it pipes 80 per cent of its 
production outside Missouri and

Supreme Court decision legalizing abortion is being marked by a 
Washington rally and intensive lobbying in support of a con­ 
stitutional amendment that would ban abortion 
Sponsors of a third annual "March for Life" planned to converge 
on Washington today to appeal to the administration and Congress to 
end legal abortions Leaders expected thousands to participate. 
Planned activities included White House picketing, a rally on the 
Ellipse in front of the Washington Monument and a march down 
Pennsylvania Avenue for a rally on the Capitol steps 
Nellie J Gray, chairman of the "March for Life" committee, said 
group members would meet with representatives from the Justice 
Department, the Department Health. Education and Welfare and 
the President's Domestic Council. 
She said other antiabortion amendment supporters would talk 
with various congressmen 
And the group planned to deliver 
thousands of red roses, their symbols of life, to congressmen and the 
White House. 
The roses are delivered on behalf of persons who support the 
antiabortion cause Organizers said more than 22.000 were sent last 
year 
The demonstration comes at a time when both advocates and 
critics of abortion are escalating their respective campaigns. 
The advocates spoke up Wednesday through the "Religious 
Coalition for Abortion Rights," an organization of 23 religious groups 
who defend the 1973 Supreme Court decision They say that a woman 
has the right to make a decision on abortion based on her con­ 
victions. 
They oppose any constitutional amendment designed to prohibit 
abortion, contending it would infringe on a woman’s right to privacy 
and freedom of religion An anti-abortion amendment also would 
discriminate against poor and minority women, they contend 
The coalition’s intensified campaign is a direct response to the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops decision to organize in 
each congressional district and seek an antiabortion amendment 
The coalition spokesmen say polarization on the issue could cause 
a rift in interdenominational and ecumenical religious relations 
“I question whether the (Catholic) bishops assessed the 
magnitude of this political campaign." said Robert West, president 
of the Unitarian Universalist denomination " I believe the bishops 
misread that we have not been vocal on the issue as a sign of 
weakness ” 
But the group plans to go ahead despite any damage to in­ 
terchurch, interfaith relations. 
"The rights of other denominations which do not share Catholic 
doctrine on abortion would be abrogated if one particular religious 
viewpoint is enacted into law." said Bishop Jam es Armstrong He is 
the United Methodist Church bishop of the Dakotas Area and presi­ 
dent of the Methodist Board of Church and Society.
